He later 
worked three years as head 
of the \U vocal department 
mid spent an additional two 
years as Its musical director. 


He retired in 1932 after a

worth, but arc In trouble fi- 
nancially in depending upon

He predicted growing pres- 


sures to secure state or fed- 
eral funding for the training 
of the mentally retarded. 


Progress Reviewed 


Dr. Patrick Okura reviewed 


progress in developing a state 
comprehensive plan, making 
the state eligible for federal 
funds, for construction of men- 
tal health centers and training 
facilities for the mentally re- 
tarded. 


"The comprehensive plan 


must include dingonistic, treat- 
ment, education, training, and 
shelter workshops for the men- 
tally retarded, but not neces- 
sarily under one roof," he 
said.* 


Cooperative agreements be- 


tween the various operating 
agencies must be obtained to 
insure comprehensiveness and 
continuity of a state program, 
he added.

producing, "double use" park- 
ing facility on 15th between L 
and M is the key part of the 
sales pitch advocated by Ma- 
yor Dean Pcterscn and Lin- 
coln businessmen in trying to 
induce the state to locate the 
multi-million dollar state of- 
fice building on 15th directly 
north of the Capitol. 


City leaders were told earli- 


er that the new building could 
be located on the cast half of 
the block between K and L. 
14th and 15th. rather than on 
state-owned property south of 
the Capitol, if Lincoln inter- 
ests pay most of the site costs. 


The city has until July 1 to 


present a definite proposal for 
commmunity participation in 
land acquisition to the Legis- 
lative 
C o u n c i 1's 
execu- 


tive board. 


Faced with a shortage of 


funds for land purchase. Ma- 
yor Peterson proposed an al- 
ternative by which the city, 
through a bond issue, would 
develop a large parking facili- 
ty to serve the state office 
building. Pershing Auditorium 
and the immediate area. 


Full Block 


The site being considered is 


the full block between L and 
M and 14th and 15th. 


Although plans for the park- 


ing facility are still in the talk- 
ing stages, city officials have 
mentioned the probability of 
putting some type of proposal 
on the May ballot "asking the 
people to g'ive the city authori- 
ty to issue bonds."

Pope Abolishes Office That Put Books On Index 


Vatican City (.•?>—Pope Paul 


VI has abolished an agency 
that for four centuries h a s 
put books considered objec- 
tionable on the Roman Cath- 
olic Index, the Vatican re- 
ported Tuesday. 


The abolition did not do 


away with the Index of books 
forbidden to Catholics. But it 
marked a profound change in 
methods that many Catholic 
churchmen had denounced ns 
scandalous to the non-Catho- 
lic world. 


Wiped out was the section 


for the censure of books. It 
was a major agency of the 
old Supreme Sacred Congre- 
gation of the Holy Office, suc- 
cessor of the Inquisition. 


New Name 


Pope Paul ordered the Holy 


Office reorganized under a 
new name—the Sacred Con- 
gregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith. 


The change—and the aboli- 


tion of the book censuring of- 
fice—were formalized in list- 
Ings t h a t appeared in the 
1%G pontifical yearbook that 
came out Tuesday. 


The Pope ordered that no 


work be placed on the Index 
before 
the 
author had 
a 


chance to explain his views. 
This was not always the case 
in the past. 


Called Relic 


Many Catholic clerics have 


urged that the Index, which 
first appeared in Rome in 
1559, be done away with as an 
unnecessary relic of the past. 
Many 
bishops 
s p o k e up 


against the Index at the re- 
cent Ecumenical Council. 


At last count some 5,000 


titles stood on the I n d e x, 
most of them by non-English 
authors. Among some of the 
more famous works are "Ma- 
dame Bovary" by Gustave 


Flaubert, the writings of

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City Unionism Rebuffed

Two Sides 


To It 


Mayor Dean Petcrsen has a d v I s-c d 


against" r e c o g n i t i o n of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
and the City Council has 
indicated 
its 


agreement with him. That may or may not 
end the Issue but not a lot of fault could 
be found with the situation. The mayor's 
action does not stamp him as anti-union 
because the area of operations involved is 
not similar to that of general business and 
industry.

ment relations h a s 
evolved. From t h e

on down, the rights 
of employes in pub- 


lic employment have been rather severely 
limited. Against the employe rights nas 
been played the public right and the latter 
has prevailed. It is this concept that the 
mayor would be reversing, at least to a de- 
gree, in recognizing union 
representation 


for employes of the City Light Department. 
The situation, however, is not quite as one- 
sided as it might seem. 


Employes of the city's utilities as well 


as-other city employes have from four to 
five things working in their behalf. Least 
reliable of all, perhaps, and common to all 
is the simple matter of responsibility of 
the governing body. A duly elected public of- 
ficial should have the desire to pay a fair 
wage for a fair day's work and to promote 
good working conditions. 


A second matter that also puts a little 


push behind the first is competition in the 
form of working conditions in comparable 
public-situations. That is. Lincoln em- 
ployes as compared to the employes of oth- 
er cities its size. A third matter, also push- 
ing the first, is competition from private 
enterprise within this general labor mar- 
ket 


* 
A fourth factor is the city personnel 


board and a fifth, applicable to utility and 
to some extent Fire Department employes, 
is the State Court of Industrial Relations. 
General city employes are not under the 
jurisdiction of the state body. One could 
even add a sixth and seventh factor — the 
City Employes Association and the right 
of any city employe to join any union he 
sees fit. Even though the mayoi does not 
recognize the IBEW, Light Department Em- 
ployes could join the union. Obviously, such 
membership could be difficult 
to obtain 


when the city would not recognize the un- 
ion. In other words, the union would find 
it hard to justify itself to employes when it 
could not bargain with city 
officials. 
It 


could offer only what might be called a to- 
tally unilateral relationship, which is not 


much of a position of strength in labor mat- 
ters. 


Finally, city employes can fall buck 


upon the public conscience, the last and 
probably the weakest of all resorts. This 
could be an Important and powerful tool 
If things became totally Intolerable but is 
not much In the average course of events. 
An employe who gels $450 a month while 
men similarly situated in private employ- 
ment get $500 or $550 a month Isn't going to 
find any satisfaction In the public con- 
science. You would have to have employes 
pretty beat down to get the general popu- 
lation aroused enough over the situation to 
do anything about It. But those things that 
do work In one way or the other for the 
employe arc substantial when totaled up. 


* 
When you get all done with it, it all 


adds up to the city paying and establish- 
ing working conditions that allow it to keep 
sufficient employes. At the present time, 
the city is having some difficulties in the 
middle and upper range of its personnel 
group, finding skilled and professional peo- 
ple hard to get in competition with the earn- 
ings and working conditions available in 
private industry. 


But in September of 1964, the city mod- 


ernized its personnel approach and estab- 
lished a job classification and pay scale or- 
dinance. This ordinance is now going into 
its second jear without change but is likely 
tn be changed in September of 1966. By 
then, ihc city will have completed another 
study of its comparative standing with other 
public employers and the private sector of 
the economy. 


Scales within the 1964 ordinance might 


then be adjusted upward. These scales pro- 


vide a salary range 
of 30 percent through 
which an employe can 
advance w h i l e re- 
maining in the same 


classification. The approach is more of a 
scientific one and should get the city away 
for all time from Ihc kind of across-the- 
board raises that have marked past ac- 
tions of the City Council. In the matter of 
electric service employes, the city has as- 
sumed a new responsibility. Despite theory 
to the contrary, Consumers Public Power 
District in the past has determined pay 
rates and working conditions of such em- 
ployes, with the city always following Con- 
sumers' example. 


Now, the city will have to see to it on 


its own initiative that its utility people are 
maintained in a good competitive position. 
The city, in other words, now has a utili- 
ty monopoly that places upon it responsi- 
bilities of various kinds that it did not have 
before.

'A Stitch In Time' 


Private and parochial school leaders in 


Nebraska have formed a nonprofit corpora- 
tion to handle federal funds for library de- 
velopment programs. 


This was a sensible action and not' a 


minute too soon. 


The Nebraska Constitution prohibits the 


state from serving 
other 
than 
public 


schools. This unfortunate restriction pre- 
vented Nebraska from full use of the $775.- 
000 allocation by the federal government 
for private school library aid. The new or- 
ganization promises full use of the money. 


The state's constitutional prohibition is 


an old one. It was not passed with federal 
aid in mind, but today it is serving the un- 
usual purpose of dividing Nebraska's chil- 


dren into two groups — one which is en- 
titled to advantage, the other sentenced to 
disadvantage. This is wrong in principle, 
because it operates against young people 
prejudicially. And that was no't the original 
purpose of the state's barrier. 


This age requires the fullest possible 


educational advantage to the fullest pos- 
sible number of children. Poverty and dis- 
advantage have become inimical to the full 
expression of modern society. We cannot 
achieve an enlightened society when we 
rule out a great number of children who 
must eventually form such a society. 


The board of directors of the new or- 


ganization lists Lutherans, Jews and Cath- 
olics, all-of whom are engaged in private 
education. 


Pigs In A Poke 


The State of Nebraska 
isn't playing 


Santa Claus in the matter of a location for 
its new state office building but it is no 
worse than the city of Lincoln to date. We 
were rather amazed to see Mayor Dean 
Petersen advocating that the state pur- 
chase property at the northwest corner of 
15th and K for the site of its new building. 


Coupled with this was his announcement 


that the city plans to put in a parking lot 
on the block from 14th to 15th, L to M. The 
city doesn't have the land but intends to 
buy it The city doesn't have the authority, 
either, to do any of this but apparently in- 
tends to get that authlority. 


There are two pigs in a poke if we 


ever saw them, if the state took that sack 
of marbles for its stake in things, it should 
have its head examined. The state is under 
a legislative mandate to build its structure 
on state-owned land. This doesn't mean 


land that it now goes out and buys. If that 
mandate is to be avoided in some way. it 
will have to be through a much better plan 
than that proposed by the mayor. 


The city may never get its parking 


lot authority, for one thing. Secondly, state 
acquisition of the half block fronting on 15th 
between K and L involves purchase of a pa- 
rochial school operated in conjunction with 
St. Mary's Catholic Church. There are so- 
cial and community problems here that sure- 
'ly need to be explored before any such pur- 
chase becomes official policy of anyone. 


In total, if the mayor has presented all 


he has to present in the matter, he has 
made no contribution at all to the problem 
and the development of 15th as a civic 
center — an effort that would be greatly 
enhanced with the new state office build- 
ing as a part of the physical environ- 
ment of the street. 


Not Just Computers 


There is a funny thing about machines. 
When they were invented to replace 


man's muscle they were great things. They 
were servants. They could kick a mule a 
thousand times farther than could a man. 
And man has always wanted to be a thou- 
sand times stronger. 


But when they finally got on the track 


of the computer and called it an electronic 
brain, human nature tended to rebel. There 
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was a threat of servitude in it. 


Human nature rejoices in an error 


made by a computer. Recently one sent 
out a thousand or so bills to people who 
had already paid them, and now there is 
joy in the human camp. 


Computers now and then favor some 


one with a check for millions while offer- 
ing forty dollars to run a huge business. 


But what is wrong in the picture is that 


the electronic brains are devised by hu- 
man minds and are run by them too. Gen- 
erally, if they make a mistake it is the er- 
ror of the mind behind the mind. That puts 
us right back where we were. 


The answer to all this is that man should 


be increasing his thinking power for that 
Is where all the errors occur. 


For instance we are engaged in a strug- 


gle hi Viet Nam. We call it a war on com- 
munism. But it Is primarily a war against 
the leadership of Ho Chi Minh. He is a very 
cagy Oriental with a genius for fighting 
guerrilla warfare in forests and swamps 
at home. 


Communism is an idea and cannot be 


shot down. It can only take root where 
conditions make it acceptable. Ho Chi Minh 
is a different problem. He knows his area's 
assets and liabilities and he develops his 
assets and shrinks from his liabilities and 
he makes us fight on his terms. We can win 
if we get him and his batmen out of con- 
trol. We fought the same sort of war in 
the Philippines for 12 years without victory 
until tho rebels' head man, Aguinaldo, came 
over to our aide. Our strategy now should 
be aimed at Ho Chi Minh.

Republicans Feel 


Breaks Their Way 


WASHINGTON - Repub- 


licans here are moving with 
fresh attitudes and renewed 
confidence in this period of 
trouble for the Johnson con- 
sensus. 


Sen. Everett Dirksen and 


Rep. Gerald 
Ford believe 


they can hold their respec- 
tive congressional minorities 
in line behind the general 
proposition that a s t r o n g 
president can be beaten only 
by himself. 


On foreign policy, t h e y 


have pulled back from per- 
sonal criticism of President 
Johnson and demands that 
he take a hard line in Viet 
Nam. 
In domestic policy, 


t h e y expect to substitute 
"let's take a long, careful 
look" for just saying no. as 
in the past. In the framework 
of Viet Nam's rising costs, 
they feel that the logic of 
events will insure a legisla- 
tive slowdown in the Great 
Society anyway. 


There are signs also of a 


break in the paralysis of in- 
decision about the radical 
right on the party fringes. It 
has been difficult for the 
nonldeologlcal national chair- 
man, Ray Bliss, to condemn 
anyone who might at any 
time be induced to give Re- 
publicans money. Although it 
causes him acute anguish to 
see so much cash ladled out 
to splinter groups, be h a s 
hestltated to mention even 
the John Birch Society, much 
less Barry Goldwater's Free 
Society. * ir -tr 


But with signs multiplying 


that Johnson may have trou- 
bles. Bliss is becoming bold- 
er, party leaders insist. He 
was also shaken when t h e 
Republican state 
chairmen 


complained they were being 
hampered by the f r i n g e 


groups in getting candidates 
and money. 


This is doubly important. 


Republican prospects for gov- 
ernorships and related of- 
fices are bright in m a n y 
states, really much brighter 
than their chances to gain 
substantially 
in 
Congress. 


State chairmen are, there- 
fore, of more than usual con- 
sequence. 


They are also close to the 


grass roots. If they say that 
it will be more profitable in 
candidates and votes to dis- 
own the radical right, it is 
significant.

Ford, after a slow start,

mare" by Marguerite Hig- 
gins.

She relates how in Septem- 


ber. 1963. President Kennedy 
sent Major General Victor 
Krulak, head of the counter- 
insurgency, and Joseph Men- 
denhall. a State Department 
expert on Viet Nam, to de- 
termine the effect, if any, 
of the Buddhist crisis on the 
war against the communist 
Viet Cong. General Krulak 
visited all four corps areas 
and six divisional and 25 reg- 
imental and battalion head- 
quarters and gave an ac- 
count of the rural reaction. 
Mr. Mendenhall visited only 
Saigon and Hue, those ha- 
vens of Viet Nam's bicker- 
ing Intellectuals. After they 
returned and gave their sep- 
arate reports to the Presi- 
dent, he asked wryly. "Have 
you fellows been in the same 
country?" The country that 
General Krulak saw was the 
theater of war. The country 
that Mr. Mendenhall 
saw 


was the theater of political 
intrigue. Therein lies the se- 
cret to the bungling of our 
efforts in Viet Nam. 


Miss Higgins as a real re- 


porter also visited the coun- 
tryside and in licr dispatches; 
to the New York Herald 
Tribune gave a true picture 
of the situation. On the oth- 
er hand, the proud reporters 
of the New York Times re- 
ported only the reactions of 
the cafe society and the city 
intriguers, thereby giving our 
people a totally false picture 
of the situation prior to the 
murder of Diem and 
his 


brother. 


She also tells about the de- 


celt and intrigue by certain 
individuals in our State De- 
partment, especially the as- 
sistant secretary of state for 
Far Eastern

head of the Viet Nam task 
force, Roger Hillsman, and 
undersecretary of state Av- 
erell Harriman. 


Our country is committed 


to see this affair through to 
tho end.

Hruska Sees Fighting Chance 
For Reapportionment Issue

businessmen were told Tues- 
day there is a fighting chance 
f o r congressional approval 
this year of a legislative rcap- 
portionmcnt amendment. 


The comment came f r o m 


Sen. Roman L. Hruska, R- 
Neb., to a luncheon meeting 
held by the 110-mcmber dele- 
gation organized by the Illi- 
nois Chamber of Commerce. 


"There is a fighting chance 


here to get this amendment 
through," Hruska said of a 
proposal by Sen. Everett M. 
Dirksen, R-IH. 


Involved is a one-man, one- 


vote ruling of the Supreme 
Court and the amendment of- 
fered by Dirksen. It w o u l d 
allow a state to have one 
house of its legislature appor- 
tioned on a basis other than 
population if it also were ap- 
proved on a vote of the peo- 
ple. 


"The battle Is not lost," 


Hruska said. "We have to give 
everything we've got so long 
as we have a chance." 


Hruska noted that last sum- 


mer the Senate vote of 59-39 
on the proposal fell s e v e n 
short of the two-thirds margin 
needed for passage. 


He estimated that the Sen- 


ate would take up the proposal 
again after Lincoln Week ac- 
tivities and consideration of 
supplemental funds for Viet 
Nam. 


"We invite your help," he 


told the businessmen, "not 
only in your state but in oth- 
ers.' 


More State And 
Federal Aid To 
Schools Urged 


Omaha (ft—Gov. Frank Mor- 


rison said that fears of fed- 
eral aid to education arc 
groundless and commented 
"we don't have as much fed- 
eral and state aid to schools 
as we should have." 


The governor made his com- 


ment in an iddress at a meet- 
ing of the Omaha Council of 
Parent Teachers Associations. 


He told the council that 


more use can be made of 
school facilities, and noted 
that a study is being made 
of putting the schools on a 
quarter system with the stu- 
dent electing which quarter 
he wanted to take as "vaca- 
tion." 


The idea of letting students 


out three months in the sum- 
mer, he said, was born of con- 
ditions that do not exist and 
the use of a quarter system 
would mean all students are 
not out at one time. 


Education systems cannot 


succeed, he said, unless chil- 
dren are surrounded in their 
early years with an environ- 
ment that creates motivation.

The no load funds 
are for the most part oper- 
ated by investment counsel 
firms as a means of provid- 
ing for less prosperous rela- 
tives of wealthy clients. The 
load is a consideration when 
other factors are equal.

Probation 


The State Board of Educa- 


tion Tuesday placed on proba- 
tion 47 small Nebraska public 
school districts for failure to 
comply with minimum stan- 
dards set by the board last 
year. 


The high schools must meet 


the standards by the next 
school year or lose state ap- 
proval, which would virtually 
force the - closing of these 
schools. 


With two or less infrac- 


tions, a school could remain 
on probation for on additional 
year before being put on the 
non-approved list. 


The state board took the 


action after the Education De- 
partment inspected^ the 93 high 
schools which received state 
approval 
under 
standards 


adopted in 1960. 


The more stringent stand- 


ards adopted last jear called 
for the schools to improve 
t h e i r curriculum, teacher 
qualifications, 
libraries and 


other facilities for the benefit 
of some 3.600 students in the 
districts. 


Melvin Olson, the depart 


ment's supervisory services 
director, said curriculum and 
libraries were the major dc!i- 
ciencies. 


Under 180 Hours 


Thirty-five of the schools of- 


fered a program of less than 
180 credit hours in compari- 
son with the 350 credit hours 
of most Class A accredited 
schools, re said. 


Thirty-seven of t h e high 


schools bad less than 800 books 
in their library. 


Twenty-thre'e high schools 


•were continued on the ap- 
proved list. Eight, which would 
have been recommended for 
probation, have merged with 
other districts. 


Some Won't Tr\ 


Olson said a number of the 


schools placed on probation 
probably would not attempt to 
meet the approved standards 
because of lack of financial 
resources.

loses its exemption from the 
free high school tuition le\\. 
usually 7 to 10 mills, and its 
students arc free to attend an 
accredited

Lewis To Head 
Wheat Industrial 
Utilization Plan 


The Nebraska Wheat Com- 


mission announced Tuesday it 
has contracted with Richard 
Lewis, Arapahoe farmer, to 
head up a wheat industrial 
utilization program 


Lewis, a former commis- 


sion chairman, will spend 
about half time at the job. ac- 
cording to E r v a i n Friehe, 
p r e s e n t commission chair- 
man. 


Friehe said Lewis will de- 


velop a program within Ne- 
braska to increase the amount 
of wheat processed 
in the 


state. He will work with pro- 
ducers, processors and han- 
dlers of wheat. 


Lewis said he will call a 


meeting soon of those interest- 
ed in processing wheat to dis- 
cuss latest developments in 
the utilization fields. 


Friehe said he \\ill ask 


Lewis to check closely into 
possibilities of getting more 
Nebraska processors to begin 
manufacturing bulgur wheat. 
Officials of the agency for in- 
ternational development re- 
cently had orders for 18 mil- 
lion pounds of bulgur which 
could not be filled because 
there were no processors who 
could take the order, Friehe 
said.
